President Roosevelt Discloses in a Let 


ter the Real State of Feelings of 
Secretary Hay Toward One of His 
Trusted Assistants and the Former 
Minister to Venezuela. 


Washington, Oct. 2.—As an incident 


to his retiring from the office of as- 
sistant secretary of state, Francis B 
Loomis made public correspondence 
relative to the controversy he had with 
Herbert Bowen, former minister to 
enezuela. In a letter to the president 
Sept .25 Mr. Loomis says: "Not long 
ago a responsible New York paper, to 
which, I am reliably informed upon the 
best of authority, Mr. Bowen has been 
freely offering material for use, print- 
ed the following paragraphs: 
'Practi- 


cally the last official act of Mr. Hay's 
life was to visit Bowen and to dismiss 
Loomis, but learning the president's 
mind was made up, he went away with 
his message unspoken. 
Mr. Hay 


thoroughly disliked and distrusted him 
myself), and told the president so, but 
was unable to produce any effete on 
the president's mind.' Similar sugges- 
tions, more, or less circumstantial in 
ofrm, have so frequently appeared in 
the public prints that I am constrained 
to inquire whether, in so far as you are 
aware, they are supported by any ba- 
sis of truth? 


"I do not know what private conver- 


sation may have taken place between 
yourself and Mr. Hay concerning me 
and my course of conduct while con- 
nected with the public service, but I 
do know from 
Mr. Hay's own lips 


something of his opinion concerning 
Mr. Bowen, and I know full well both 
the unfailing courtesy with which Mr. 
Hay received my many 
suggestions 


concerning departmental matters, and 
the personal cordiality which he al- 
ways manifested toward me. In De- 
cember I went to Mr. Hay's house and 
told him I expected to resign from the 
department within the course of the 
ne'xt eight or nine months. He was 
good enough to say: 'I am extremely 
sorry to .hear this; I ha,ve_ arwayj 


M*Tu~woufa~"remain in your pres- 


ent position as long as I remained in 
the cabinet.' On other occasions, both 
before and since that time, Mr. Hay 
accorded me seemingly convincing 
proofs of his confidence. It may in- 
terest you to know that at Mr. Hay's 
request I spent at his home what 
proved to be practically the last hour 
of his life in Washington. Having 
upon that occasion indicated to me 
fully and lucidly, as was his wont, 
what he wished my two colleagues and 
myself to do in the lines of depart- 
mental action and policy to be carried 
out during his absence, he referred to 
the recent Bowen episode with much 
feeling. Among other things he said 
that he was disgusted with Bowen be- 
yond expression; that vanity appeared 
to be a disease with him, and that he 
was both disloyal and untruthful, and 
treacherous not only to him (Hay) 
but to the country/' 


In reply to Mr. Loomis, dated Sept 


27. the president said: 


"You were appointed assistant secre- 


tary of state upon Mr. Hay's sugges- 
tion and request He never spoke to 
me about you save with respect and 
cordial appreciation of the services 
you were rendering, and he expressed 
to me very great regret that you were 
going to leave the service, and stated 
that he had hoped you would stay as 
long as he did. and that he would find 
it difficult to get any one in your place 
whom he would like so much. Mr, Hay 
expressed himself very freely'on the 
occasion of his last visit to Washing- 
ton, including the last occasion I saw 
him alive, as regards the action taken 
on the report of Mr. Taft on charges 
Mr. Bowen made against you. 
Not 


only did he then express himself 
about Mr. Bowen to me in the-lan- 
guage you quote him as having used at 
about the same time to you in speak- 
ing of Mr. Bowen. but he also con- 
demned Mr. Bowen in much stronger 
terms than those which you quote him 
as having used, and dwelt particularly 
upon the fact of what he called the 
treachery and disloyalty of Mr. Bowen 
tc the government and to him (Mr. 
Hay), repealing again and again that 
most of the charges Mr. Bowen made 
were really not charge? against you at 
all. but against himself <Mr. Hay), and 
that Bowen of course knew tbis. >5ore- 
over.

Leave the Ship That Carried Them 
From Martinique — Some 
Leaped 


Overboard in Their Frenzy. 


Colon, Oct. 2.—The French steame^ 


Versailles brought here GOO contract 
laborers from Martinique to work on 
the canal. When tliey arrived ijiere 
was panic among them, and they re- 
fused to go ashore on account of their 
fear of yellow fever. They claimed 
conditions here were misrepresented 
to them. Finally 500 were induced to 
go ashore. 


About 150 remained on board and 


declined to leave the ship under any 
consideration. 
These were forcibly 


ejected from the vessel by Panama 
and canal zone policemen, but not un- 
til nearly every one of them 
was 


clubbed, and several were bleeding 
from nasty wounds. 


The French consul at 
Colon, M. 


Bonhenry, appealed to the men to 
listen to reason, explaining that they 
left Martinique under contract with 
the canal zone emigration agent guar- 
anteeing them the payment of their 
passage here, and that while working 
on the canal they would have in addi- 
tion to their wages the guarantee of 
free quarters and free medical atten- 
tion. The men, however, were not 
amenable to this reasoning. Notwith- 
standing the efforts of the consul and 
of the Panama and United States offi- 
cials, and 
despite the 
information 


given them by several of their coun- 
trymen that health and other condi- 
tions on the isthmus were satisfactory, 
and that the terms of tbeir employ- 
ment would enable them to save 
money, they 
persistently refused to 


leave the ship, baring, their breasts 
and invoking death in preference to 
going ashore. 


About 50 of the laborers leaped into 


the sea, but all of them were able to 
swim. The captain, however, lowered 
a boat which picked them up. Nearly 
every man had received blows, ' and 
several -of them were bleeding from 
ugly wounds. Seeing that resistance 
was useless the men yielded, came 
ashore and began to eat the food placed 
on the dock in sight of them for sev- 
eral hours. 
Many of them had not 


eaten since Saturday. Later all the 
laborers, who were in a pitiable con- 
dition, were placed on board a train 
which left for Corozal where they will 
be put to work.

At no period hi the history ot Ameri- 


can railroading have more costly or 
extensive Improvements boeu under 
way than the great systems of tlio 
country now have in hand. In response 
to the public demands for the highest 
degree of speed, and with it the highest 
degree of safety and efficiency, trans- 
portation managers have undertaken 
vast expenditures for roadbed, equip- 
ment and signal service, which prom- 
ise to absorb a large share of tbeir rev- 
enues for some years to come. 


Most important of tbe new develop- 


ments taken by and large is the intro- 
duction of the steel car. Though the cost 
of equipping even fast express trains 
with metal coaches which arc nouin- 
flammable and will not telescope is 
likely to be almost double that of pro- 
viding the present style of wooden car 
or even cars with a partial steel frame, 
the railroads are prepared, it is said, 
to incur the heavy initial expense for 
the additional safety to the traveling 
public which it insures. Already many 
systems have equipped their fast fliers 
•with steel mail coaches, and more met- 
al bodies are being introduced in the 
passenger and freight services every 
month. For instance, tbe new passen- 
ger equipment of the Long Island rail- 
road for its recently electrified lines is 
of the most improved type of steel roll- 
ing stock, while entire steel freight 
trains are already not infrequently to 
be seen, particularly iii the mining dis- 
tricts. 


Though the number of accidents on 


American railways is constantly de- 
creasing, mishaps may-always occur, 
even with the utmost care. The mail 
car, as a rule, runs directly behind the 
locomotive and in case of collision or 
derailment must bear the brunt of the 
crash. That is why the traveling post 
office gets the first steel coaches. Rail- 
road experts declare that metal cars 
will provide as nearly absolute protec- 
tion as possible, even tinder the'sever- 
est tests, for they can neither "crum- 
ple up" nor burn, the two chief causes 
of disaster when anything goes wrong 
•with the operation of trains. 


Wild Horses? In France. 


The small white horses of the Ca- 


margue (delta of the Rhone), now in 
number some 2,000 only, wander about 
tbe seemingly boundless steppes at full 
liberty. They are captured from time 
to time and used to thrash the corn. 
These arc supposed to have been first 
introduced by the Romans and after- 
ward by ttfe Saracens.

M. Huzzard, 


"whatever their origin, whether for- 
eign or native, the horses of the Ca- 
margue today are the product almost 
exclusively of the influences of the en 
vironment in which they have propa- 
gated from time immemorial." 


if. Gayot describes the horse of the 


Caniargue as small, agile, good tern 
pered, spirited, courageous. In the 
opinion of Professor Magne the horse 
of the Caniargue must live in a wild 
state, and the first effect of improving 
the sanitation of the island-will be the 
disappearance of its horses. — Nine- 
teenth Century.

Mold tomato jelly in a shallow pan.

Beets and pearl onions are nice com- 


bined, as also are a'sparagus tips and 
carrots, the carrots cut in tiny pieces. 
Pour over it a French dressing.

HERN'S TRAP 


Set to Catch Pattison and Houck Proves a Boomerang 


for the Governor-It is Herrick Himself Who Gets 
Caught in Very Bungling Falsehood, 


Columbus, 0., Oct. 2.—It appears 


thai Governor Hcrrick set a trap in 
his 
Steubenville 
speech 
Thursday 


night, in which to catch John M. Palti- 
son or Senator Lewis B. Houck, his 
running mate. The jaws were sprung 
all right, but as Pattison and Houck 
appear to be i tinning about freely, it 
follows that pome one else was caught. 


The trap was laid in that part of 


Goverror Herrick's speech which con- 
cerned the Brannock law. He taunted 
Mr. Pattison that his candidate for 
Lieutenant Governor, although a mem- 
ber of the General Assembly, had not 
ever voted for that measure. Again in 
reviewing the history of Republican 
support of prohibition Jegislation he 
said that "but one Democratic Senator 
had voted for the Brannock bill and 
that his name was not Houck." 


It was expected that Houck would 


corne back and denounce the Gover- 
nor as a falsifier. That would spring 
the jaws of the machine and Houck 
01 perhaps Pattison would be caught 
fast. The Senate journal would be 
produced and on Page 572 it would ap- 
pear that Houck and six other Sena- 
tois had refused to support the report 
of the committee of conference, which 
was equivalent to voting against the 
law now on the statute books. 


The Explanation. 


To explain: 
Whenever 
the two 


Houses disagree upon a measure a 
Conference Committee is appointed 
made up equally of Representatives 
from each branch. When their conclu- 
sions are reported to the respective 
chambers in the form of an amended 
bill the adoption of the report of the 
bill the adoption of the report is tan- 
tamount to passing the bill into law, 
no further action being required.

"I voted for the Brannock bill as 


Governor Herrick and everybody else 
knows who is familiar with my record 
in the Senate.

I was for the bill as it was 
originally introduced and passed by 
the House. Amendments were offered 
in the House and Senate for the sole 
purpose of weakening the bill, and I 
voted against every 
one 
of these 


amendments, and when the bill passed 
the Senate I voted for it. In his ef- 
forts'to square-himself for his action 
of threatening to veto the measure un- 
less certain amendments to his liking 
were included in it, the 
Governor 


should confine himself to the facts and 
not "misrepresentations." 


The journal of the Senate bears out 


Senator Houck's statement. He is re-

'•The Governor could be taunted in 


return with the statement that the 
very men who are hired to get up 
matter for the newspapers defending 
his course upon the 
Brannock law 


would not themselves by their own 
votes indorse it," was thfe statement 
made at Democratic headquarters in 
commenting upon this condition of af- 
iairs. 


Superintendent Wayne B. Wheeler, 


of the Anti-Saloon League, also goes 
after the Steubenville speech in vig- 
orous style, openly denouncing it as 
absolutely false. Like Senator Houck, 
he produces the record of the General 
Assembly and of Governor Herrick's 
office to prove his assertion. In ex- 
plaining his veto threat the Chief Ex- 
ecutive said this: 


"This bill that passed the House 


was amended in the Senate in such 
a. way that the House refused to con- 
cur in the amendments and pass it. 
In other words, the House passe^ one 
bill and the Senate another. _ Each of 
the Houses then appointed a Confer- 
ence Committee, which was in fact a 
Board of Arbitration, to reach

It has been re- 
turned to the House and the question 
now before the House is whether it 
shall concur in the Senate amend- 
ment The bill is therefore still pend- 
ing, and as I am now informed that 
the House :s now disposed to concur 
in the Senate amendments, 1 deem it 
proper that now, before it is too late, 
I should advise you of my attitude on 
the measure. If the House concurs in 
the Senate amendments, thus approv- 
ing the bill in that form, I shall veto 
the measure." 


These are the Governor's exact 


words, which lie published and sent to 
the members of the General Assembly 
before any Conference Committee was 
arranged. What does Governor Her- 
rick mean. then, on the stump when 
he says: "The bill that passed the 
House was amended in the Senate in 
such a way that the House refused to 
concur in the amendments and pass 
it." 


In his own statement to the General 


Assembly he admitted that the House 
was -willing to concur in the Senate 
amendments.

United Brethren and Presbyterians of 


Northl/vest Pass Strong Resolu- 


tions Against Him. 


Defiance, O., Oct. 2—The Sandusky 


Conference of the United Brethren 
church in session at Hicksville, passed 
resolutions on Friday 
condemning 


Governor Herrick in most

terms.

ence, consisting of 250 ministers and 
many lay 
delegates, 
unanimously 


adopted the resolutions as reported by 
the committee. It is said that the en-

Behind the resolu- 


tions is another sti'ong force which is

Columbus, O., Oct. 2—Although buf- 


feted and beaten, trampled upon and 
snarling with smothered pride for 25 
minutes, the spirit of the Tigers, un-

Use glass jars or c-Ne uiigluzcd earthen 
jars.

saucepans or kettles of porcelain to 
boil the vinegar In and wooden knives 
and forks in the preparation of the 
pickles. Fill jaw'thrw partV full'with 
the articles' to be pickled aiul'th'eii 
add vinegar up to the-neck of the jar. 


Sweet Tomato Tickle.—One peck of 


half ripe tomatoes and Fix large on- 
ions, sliced. 
Sprinkle with ne.'rly a 


teacupful of salt and let stand over- 
night. In the morning drain, add two 
quarts of water aud one of.' vinegar, 
boil fifteen minutes, drain thorn and 
then add to the tomatoes two pounds 
of sugar, two quarts of vinegar, two 
tablespoonfuls of cloves, allspice, gin- 
ger, cinnamon and mustard and one 
teaspoonful of cayenne. Boil fifteen 
minutes. Afterward place in jars and 
keep in a cool place. 


French Pickled Beans.—Select those 


of uniform size and place the pods in 
brine three days. 
Drain, rinse and 


place in jars, adding small pieces of 
red peppers and some allspice. Pour 
over them, hot spiced vinegar, seal and 
keep in a cool, dark closet. 


Mixed 
Pickles. — Cook 
cauliflower 


heads broken in pieces, little onions, 
chopped bell peppers, sliced cucumbers, 
little string beans and nasturtiums in 
salted water till tender; then drain. 
Fill open mouthed jugs or bottles and 
cover \rith boiling cider vinegar in 
which have been heated celery seed, 
bits of horseradish and sugar, salt and 
mustard in tb,e proportion of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and two tablespoonfuls 
each of sugar and mustard to a quart 
of vinegar.—Country Gentleman.

•The Board of Public Service 
has 


been in session all day deligently tab- 
niaUng the six bids received Saturday 
for the construction of the new water- 
works plant, preparatory to letting 
any contract. The work is very com- 
plicated, involving almost endless de- 
tail, so that the 
totals will not 
be 


known for some time. 


The bids of the general contractors 


include various items upon which 
were submitted to them bias by ma- 
terial men. but the Board will select 
the material to be used. Each con- 
tractor was required to bid upon at 
least three makes of hydrant, whereas 
he might bid upon a do^en different 
makes. The Board of Public Service. 
however, will select which make they 
want used in the construction of the 
work, and it may be one not in any of 
the contractor's bids. 


The hydrant question is the 
first 


which will be decided by the board, 
and the next will] be the selection ot 
the make of valve to be used. 


There are a number of representa- 


tives 
of 
hydrant 
manufacturers 


and other material men present, and 
each is given a hearing by the board. 
There have been some bitter feelings 
engendered among them and charges 
and counter charges of bad faith have 
been made, creating much street ru- 
mor, even that of bribery. 


One of the hydrant men made the 


statement that he had never been al- 
lowed to submit a bid by the 
con- 


tractors, except one. This is emphati- 
cally denied by one of the contractors 
who avers that he was asked to sub- 
mit bids. 


Much criticism has been made by 


some of the bidders against the'plans 
and specifications as submitted by the 
engineer. 


The ill feeling manifested 
among 


some of the bidders and representa- 
tives of material firms has created con- 
siderable street talk and some rumors 
that may have no foundation in fact, 
but such •a, condition may embarrass 
the Board of Public Service. An opin- 
ion seemed to prevail in some quarters 
today that all bids may be declared off-

Fighter of George Gould a Prac- 


tical Railroader. 


SKILLED IN MEETING EMEEGENOIES 


Trying Experience* of Ilia Early Ca- 


reer Tliat Required. Conruice UN 
'Well «• Ability—How He Klxked 
III* Lite to Save Two Train LoadK 
of PavnenBer*—Uanseroum Work a4 
M«ht In Icy Water. 


Perhaps at no point is there more 


real interest being taken in the pres- 
ent fight between President Joseph 
Ramsey of the Wabash I and George 
Gould than In Fittsburg, says a special 
dispatch from that city to the New 
York World. Aside from Pittsburg be- 
ing practically the storm center of 
trouble between-Jbe millionaire owner 
and his hustling employee, Pittsburg 
was the childhood home of Ramsey. It 
was there he had his first troubles; 
there he made his first successes. 


Iu the spring of 18US there walked 


into th& office of Chief Engineer Baker 
of the Panhandle road in Pittsburg a 
callow looking youth who might just 
have escaped from a country school- 
room. Baker was busy and at the time 
curt, but he gave the visitor a minute. 


•'Ramsey is my name—Joe Ramsey. 


I live over here in Birmingham. I 
want a job," he said. 


Birmingham is now South Pittsburg. 
"What can you do?" said Baker 


ehortly. • . ' 


"I can draw things. I've been three 


months to mechanical-school, but didn't 
learn much, and I want to get right 
into^the real work." 


"Do you like to draw?" asked Bfeker, 


while several well dressed clerks turn- 
ed away to grin. 


"Like it? You bet I do!" said young 


Ramsey, with a feeling that won the 
heart of Baker. 


"Report to me tomorrow morning." 
And so it was thirty-seven years ago 


that Joseph Ramsey first entered a 
railroad office. 
The Panhandle was 


then worrying about a new bridge to 
be built over the Muskingum river at 
Zanesville, O., and the new boy ''wbi 
liked "to draw" was put to work on the 
plans. It was before the days of blue 
prints, and most of the work was in 
figures, and Ramsey turned out a 
really creditable bit of work. So good 
was it that when the road was ready "to 
commence to erect the bridge Baker 
called the young man in and said: 


"Ramsey, can you build that bridge 


for me?" 


'•Yes, sir." 
"Take charge tomorrow morning." 
The bridge was built by young Ram- 


sey and is today a trong apparently 
as when completed more than a third 
of a century ago. It was Ramsey's 
first big work, and he is very proud 
of it 
'. 
" 
• - 


-It was but a short time after this 
that^ General Negley, having a world 
of money behind him, sent to Baker 
for a first class engineer to build a 
small railroad in the mountains of 
central Pennsylvania. Ramsey was 
sent, and Negley. simply went into 
spasms when he saw the youthful en- 
gineer. He sent a hot message" to 
Baker saying he had asked for an ex- 
perienced engineer, not for a boy. 


"You've got the best~ engineer I 


know. He'll build that road'aud do it 
right You let him alone," was the siz- 
zling message sent" back to Negley, 
who reluctantly turned the work over 
to Ramsey 
So well was the work 


done that the Engineering and Mining 
Journal of New York sent experts to 
examine the twelve miles of road after 
completion, and the result was a three 
page article on it filled with praise" for 
the young engineer. 


Father Henrici of the famous Econ- 


omite society got his eye on Ramsey 
about this time and set him to work 
mapping out a line_«f road for that 
society, which had decided to invest 
some of its millions in tapping a rich 
coal field. This was abandoned after 
the plans were drawn, but in the 
meantime James H. Hopkins, now a 
millionaire, of Washington, then head 


• of the Pittsburg Southern railroad, of 


fered Ramsey a good position as super 
intendent of the line. For more than 
two years Ramsey bandied this road, 
n little narrow gauge affair running 
from Pittsburg south to Washington, 
Pa., thirty-eight^uiiies. 


There were but two engines on this 


little line, neither of them weighing 
over twenty tons. The line was a suc- 
cession of short curves and high wood- 
en trestles. 
About the second week 


after Ramsey took charge both the 
little locomotives jumped the track at 
different points on the line. Ramsey, 
who at the time was at Washington. 
Ta., walked Into the yards of the 
Waynesburg and Washington road, 
with which the Pittsburg Southern had 
connections, and, finding' one of that 
road's two locomotives with steam up. 
he climbed on board and took it out 
on to his otfn line, leaving word for 
the W. and W. people that he had 
"l>orrowed"' one of their engines. The 
nervy young superintendent relnrned 
Ibc borrowed locomotive the next day 
in person, and swore right back at the 
enraged and profane W. and W. people, 
who had b**»n left high and dry for 
twenty four hours by Ramsey "borrow-

It was a bad wreck, but inside of tc: 


minutes Ramsey had figured out ju<« 
lio\v that locomotive must he rolled 
the hill by hand, as lie bad no otbc 
engine to assist iu the work, 
pulled a telegraph, a relay iustrumen 
and a pair of pole climbers out of hi 
overcoat pockets, and, climbing a pole 
cut the solitary straud of telegrapl 
wire and, completing a circuit by at 
tacbiug it to a rail, rigged up his own 
little telegraph oflice in the woods and 
cal'.d his oflice in Castle Shannon, tei 
miles distant lie ordered out a ham 
car with tlie necessary tackle, and in 
three hours more was at work hoist 
ing the twenty ton eugine from the 
creek by hand. It took two days, bu 
he did it. 


On two occasions did Ramsey by his 


own personal efforts and at great dan- 
ger ta himself save the lives of train- 
loads of passengers. The first was iu 
the wiuter of 1881, when the uigbt 
train on his little narrow gauge stuck 
in what is known as the Mount Leban- 
on cut on the side of the highest lull ii 
Allegheny county, Pa. The suow was 
very deep and the thermometer belo\\ 
zero. 


There was no house nearer than a 


mile from the place where tbe train 
stuck, and" the drifting snow would 
soon cover the train. There was but 
little coal on tbe small train and no 
hope of continuing tire through tut 
night. There were twenty passengers 
on the train, including seven women. 
Ramsey, anticipating trouble, had come 
on tbe train himself and was riding in 
the cab with Jim Schooley, his eugi 
neer. He saw that it was almost sui- 
cide for the passengers to start out in- 
to the blinding snow, while it was sure 
death from -cold to remain there all 
uight He told the passengers to cheer 
up and, jumping from tbe train, dis- 
appeared in the blinding snow. 


Two hours later Farmer Gulbub, a 


mile from Ithe cut, beard a noise on his 
back porch aud discovered Ramsey, 
well nigh frozen. Tbe superintendent 
gasped that his train was stuck and 
the passengers would freeze. An hour 
later a double yoke of oxen had broken 
its way to the train, and the passen- 
gers, almost frozen, were taken by sled 
loads to the house of tlie farmer. 


But there was no rest or meal for 


Ramsey. Tljree miles away he knew of 
a telephone, and through the drifts he 
floundered that night to call up every 
one iu that part of the country to serve 
notice that all the passengers from the 
snow stalled train were safe. Then it 
was that Ramsey got time to look him- 
self over, and he spent the next month 
attending a pair of badly frozen feet. 


Tbe next life saving stunt was on the 


Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton road, 
to which he went after finishing with 
the Pittsburg Southern. He went as 
chief engineer of the Cincinnati divi- 
sion. There had always been great loss 
each spring on this division because the 
spring floods washed away the little 
station houses along the river and Mil'; 
creek line. Ramsey took charge about 
the time the flood was due, and he did 
some quick work. 
He doubled up 


wrecking crews, and twenty-four hours 
before tbe flood arrived he anchored 
down the threatened stations with ties 
and old rails, making them too heavy 
for the water. He saved the stations. 


On the night the heavy waters struck 


the Cincinnati division Ramsey went to 
the front in earnest for his people. It 
was certain that the train due in Cin- 
cinnati about 10 that night would be 
the last over the line for days—if it 
ever could get in. There was some f ear 
expressed about the safety of this 
train. Twenty miles out of Cincinnati 
that night the eugineer of the flier was 
stopped by a red block. A man in oil- 
skins with a lantern and a chart climb- 
ed into the cab. "Go on, Joe; go like 
hades too. I'm Ramsey. We've got to 
get this train through." 


Joe Bristol, the engineer, still tells 


about that ride. The water became 
deeper and deeper over the tracks hid 
on that dark night by the swollen river. 
At one point Ramsey ordered_^ to 
stop. 


"Bad 
bit of road here, I'm afraid, 


Joe. 
Follow me, but don't run me 


down." said Ramsey as he slid out of 
the cab into icy water halfway up to 
bis knees. He walked the whole way 
into Cincinnati, three miles, ahead of 
that train, wading in water often over 
his kuees, but sounding with a stick 
every yard of the track before he would 
allow the train to come on. At inid- 
uiglit the train readied Cincinnati with 
all safe.

Results of Agricultural Depart 


merit's Tests In Oklahoma. 


STUDY MADE 01 THEffi HABITS 


Profcmior D. E. Luiitx, While Trying 


to Find Menu* to Exterminate tiic

Professor David E. Lantz, assistau 


in the biological survey of the Uuitei 
States department of agriculture, has 
returned to Washington after finishing 
more than a year's work in southwest 
em Oklahoma studying the habits o 
coyotes and devising means for then 
destruction, by fanners and ranchmen 
says a Chattanooga (Okla.) dispatch to 
the Kansas City Star. He has been 
ascertaining if a fence of reasonable 
cost can be built for the protection of 
live stock and poultry from depreda- 
tions of these marauders of the west 
ern prairies. 
Improbable though ii 


may seem, coyotes have increased iu 
numbers in Oklahoma since the coun- 
try was settled. This condition pro 
vails in other western states where 
wild laud has been reclaimed by set- 
tlement. 


"The stale of Kansas," says Profess- 


or Lantz, "wh'ere settlements are com- 
paratively old and where man's wel- 
fare against the coyote has been long 
continued, affords an excellent illus- 
tration of the animal's ability to main- 
tain its numbers under seemingly ad- 
verse circumstances. Most of the coun- 
ties of 'the state for many years have 
paid bounties for killing coyotes, and 
conditions have been reached where 
there is little fluctuation in the total 
amount paid from year to year. The 
returns of the animals killed for the 
fiscal twelve mouths from July 1, 1903. 
to June 30, 1904, shows that nearly 20,- 
000 coyote scalps were presented for 
bounty. The bounty was $1 for each 
scalp." 


The prey of coyotes is mostly pigs, 


sheep, young calves and poultry. Coy- 
otes have little courage, although they 
will raid a barnyard in daylight. Their 
seeming boldness is due more to fa 
miliarity with their surroundings than 
to native fearlessness. 
They are too 


suspicious to be easily trapped or poi- 
soned, although in portions of Mexico, 
wliere the natives for years have-prac- 
ticed systematic poisoning, the coyote 
is becoming rare. Coyotes breed once 
a year. Their mating season js late 
in January or early iu February. The 
young range in number from four to a 
dozen. The coyote eats both animal 
and vegetable food. They are great 
pilferers of watermelons in Oklahoma, 
always choosing a ripe melon. 


Practically the only benefit derived 


from coyotes by the farmer in Okla- 
homa is their destruction of rabbits, 
which they pursue and devour when 
carrion is scarce or food more easily 
obtained cannot be found. 
The big 


jack rabbit for a short distance is 
swifter than a coyote, but lacks endur- 
ance. Professor Lantz says that while 
a single coyote would not be able to 
run down a jack rabbit, but hunting 
together, taking advantage of the tend- 
ency of the hare to run in a circle, 
they are able to capture it. 
Eyewit- 


nesses to such a performance stale 
that they fight over the division of the 
rabbit's carcass, but that all obtain a 
share. 


Professor Lantz was especially in- 


terested in providing at reasonable 
cost a coyote proof woven wire fence 
for the protection of domestic animals. 
While at Chattanooga he conducted a 
lumber of experiments in the "big pas- 
:ure," where President Roosevelt hunt- 
ed last spring, to test the ability of 
coyotes to escape from inclosures. He 
had particularly in view the protection 
of sheep, having been told that in the 
sheep country in the southwest the an- 
nual losses from wild animals amount- 
ed to 20 per cent of the flock. In the 
nore thickly settled western states the 
oss is about 5 per cent. 


A long lane was first built with 


sides seven feet high, made with poul- 
ry netting of a small mesh.

T. Chamberlain, commissioner of navi- 
gation of the department of couituerct 
and labor, Krance has asked the co- 
operation of the United States, in the 
name of humanity, iu establishing the 
ocean routes pursued by mail steamers 
oil the Atlantic in such manner as to 
assure the safety of lishermeu oil the 
banks near Newfoundland, says the 
Washington correspondent of the New 
York Herald. 
M. Charles de Cham- 


brun, secretary of the French embassy, 
bad a conversation with Mr. Chamber- 
lain upon the matter a few weeks ago. 


The question of routes was first de- 


bated at the maritime conference held 
in Washington in October, Xovenibe' 
and December, 1880, but in the opinion 
of the French nation its conclusion" 
were not wholly satisfactory iu tli 
they did not thoroughly safeguard tb 
lives of the fishermen, of whom the 
note says there are each year about 
20,000, one-half Frenchmen, and the 
other half divided between Americans 
and English. 


The French ports in Xewfoundlaud 


have insisted upon France taking the 
initiative in proposing to the govern 
meuts an agreement tending to forbid 
the fast mail steamers crossing the 
bank1? of Newfoundland during tlie 
cod fishing season, which is from April 
15 to Oct. 15. 
Independently of any 


action which the American, English, 
German and Dutcb nations may take, 
France has in its extension of the mail 
contract to the Compagnie (ieuerale 
Transatlantique inserted iu the new 
contract this provision: 


The distance taken as a basis of com- 


putation is the average fixed at 3,171 nau- 
tical miles of actual course, corresponding 
to the various trips effected in the year 
between Havre and New York (meridian 
of Sandy HooU), provided that the mail 
steamers shall refrain from crossing the 
Newfoiindland banks between the 15th of 
April and the 15th of October, except 
when compelled to do so by caches of vis 
major, which shall be established by pro- 
ducing the log book. "With the exception 
of cases of vis major, every crossing of 
the banks of Xewfoundland by a mail 
steamer between the loth of April and the 
13th of October will make the concession- 
naire liable to a fine of 2,000 francs. 


"It appears from the marine notices 


published b3" th« British administra- 
tion in 1S91," says the French note, 
"that the English companies of Liver- 
pool and the North German Lloyd have 
already adopted the routes, according 
to which their ships must from Jan. 1 
to July 14 of each year clear the south- 
ern prong of the great bank of New- 
foundland at a distance of about eight 
miles and cannot go thence northward 
beyond a line running from that point 
to the western end of Sable island. 


"The way to accomplish serious prog- 


ress toward the solution of the problem 
would tbeu be to secure from the sev- 
eral American companies engaged in 
the fast mail service between Europe 
and the northern United States or 
southern Canada a renewed declara- 
tion that they accept the above de- 
scribed routes, with the amendment 
that instear of causing them to be fol- 
lowed by their ships until July 14 in- 
clusive they should promise to do so 
until Oct. 1, or, at the very least, until 
Sept. 1. 


"Iu order to make quite sure that 


Ihe route would be followed it would 
be distinctly advisable to specify the 
selection of that route as one of the 
causes of the contracts let by the postal 
service of the United States for the 
.raimportation of its mail bags to des- 
ination on board the ships of those 
companies. 


"If the measur4 that France has al- 


ready taken and now proposes to the 
interest«>d powers should fail to me»»t 
with their approval or. in their opiu- 
iou. to meet in au adequate manner | 
tiie interests involved, the government 
of the republic would feel inclined to 
lay before the maritime powers a prop- 
osition looking to the calling of an in- 
ternational conference at Paris for the 
purpose of discussing the nilfs that 
should he formed for HIP prot«H-tioii of 
th«.'

No Dissatisfaction at Denlson as All 


Hen Showed Dp Well-Nebls of 
Newark Made Good Showing. 


Columbus, O., Oct. 2—Although buf- 


feted and beaten, trampled upon and 
snarling with smothered pride for 23 
minutes, the spirit ot the Tigers, un- 
daunted, dropped out dunring the ne>.t 
20 minutes the prince of beasts stood 
up and stretching its limb pounced 
upon the enemy with eager claws and 
•when time was called for the end of 
battle the Tiger's proud head stood 
just seven points to the wind higher 
than than of its opponents. 


O. M. U. defeated Denison in the 


first game of the season for both teams 
Saturday by a score of 12 to 5. Al- 
though the weather conditions were 
not as favorable as they might have 
been, and the players were almost ov- 
ercome with the heat, still Recreation 
park was the scene of a royal battle 
and a game which at no time left the 
critical stage. Denison held the upper 
hand in the first half while O. M. U. 
braced in the second and* kept the 
hall continually in the enemy's terri- 
tory. 


Taking into consideration the length 


of practice which the teams have had, 
and the fact that it was the first game 
for both, together with the heat of the 
day, the game perhaps was one of the 
hardest fought on any gridiron of the 
day. The teams fought with all their 
strength and whenever any man show- 
ed a sign of weakness the coaches 
wpnld either call them to the side lines 
or shift them1 to another position. 


Although there were no long runs 


or sensational plays which mark the 
later season games after the players 
become developed, 
the game 
never 


lacked interest 
and the 
spectators 


were kept on edge at all times. One 
run only, which in any way bore the 
earmarks ot a sen'sattbn', was made by 
Swan, the former O- S. U. back, who 
playing tackle, 
swung 
round 
and 


plunged through the line and crossed 
the goal after an 18 yard run for O. M. 
U's last touchdown. 


Every man on both teams put up a 


plucky fight and there was not one on 
either eleven who at one dme or other 
did not distinguish himself during the 
play. However, weeding out and com- 
ing down to those 
who were the 


real stars of the game, Swan, for O. 
M. U. and Bller for Denison can be 
safely selected as being the particular 
lights. Next to them comes one, -.Jack 
Farson, whose excellent work attract- 
d the crowd and whose fearless tack- 
ling often disheartened the Denison 
men while working their way down 
the field. 


The game was clean all the way 


through. The eagerness of both sides 
often caused them to be penalized, the 
five yards were never given for slug- 
ging or any unsportmsanlike conduct.

Prugh, as well as both coaches, re- 
marked upon the cleanliness of the 
struggle. There was but one kick on 
a decision and this was soon settled. 


All kinds of plays were used in the 


game, but no tricks were tried except 
a quarterback 
run on both sides. 


Plunges and end runs, cross bucks and 
the plainest kind of straight football 
•was the order all the way through. Not 
one mistake was made in the signaling 
and in spite of the short training work 
the fumbles were few and far be- 
tween.

For milking pickles I prefer white 


wine to cider vinegar, lint nt tliis is not 
always obtainable pure elder vinegar 
may be used. 
It' It Js not homemade 


#et it only of sonic respectable, lionest 
dealer upon whom you can depend. 
Th" success of your pickling depend^ 
upon the good quatity of your vinegar 
Use glass jars or else uuglim»d earllien 
jar1*. 
The vinegar acting upon the 


glaze produces a mineral poison. Use 
saucepans or kettles of porcelain to 
boil the vinegar in (and woodt-n knives 
and forks in the preparation of the 
pickles. Fill jaHs'tbree'partVfnll vrith 
the artlcies' to be pickled' smd'th'wj 
add vinegar up to the net-k ot the jar. 


Sweet Tomato Pickle.—On" peck of 


half ripe tomatoes and six large on- 
ions, sliced. 
Sprinkle with nes'rly a 


teactzpful of salt and let stand over- 
night. In the morning drain. a<(d two 
o.uarts of water and one of' vinegnr, 
boil fifteen minutes, drain thorn and 
then add to the tomatoes two pounds 
of sugar, two quarts of vinegar, two 
tablespoonftils of cloves, allspice, gin- 
ger, 
cinnamon and mustard and one 


teaspoonl'ul of cayenne. 
Boil fifteen 


minutes. Afterward place in jars and 
keep in a cool place. 


French Pickled Beans.—Select those 


of uniform size and place the pods in 
briue three days.' Drain, rinse and 
place in jars, adding small pieces of 
red peppers and some allspice. Pour 
over them, hot spiced vinegar, seal and 
keep in a cool, dark closet. 


Mixed 
Pickles. — Cook 
cauliflower 


heads broken in pieces, little onions, 
chopped bell peppers, sliced cucumbers, 
little string beans and nasturtiums in 
salted water till tender; then drain. 
Fill open mouthed jugs or bottles and 
cover with boiling cider vinegar in 
which have been heated celery seed, 
bits of horseradish and sugar, salt and 
mustard in the proportion of a tea- 
spoonful of salt and two tablespoonfuls 
each of sugar and mustard to a quart 
of vinegar.—Country Gentleman. 


A Convenient Arrangement. 


For one who is subject to periods of 


suffering while not really an invalid a 
Morris chair is invaluable even if one 
of the older styles that do not recline 
as much as the later ones, says a La- 
dies' "World correspondent. I was pre- 
sented with one of these and told that 
I could rest more comfortably by put- 
ting the back down on a common chair,

of some one moving it unthinkingly, 
letting the back to the floor.

That All Bids May be Declared 


Off By Board. 


The Board of Public Service has 


been in session all day deligently tab- 
ulating the six bids received Saturday 
for the construction of the new water 
works plant, preparatory 
to letting 


any contract. The work is very com- 
plicated, involving almost endless de- 
tail, so that the 
totals will ;aot he 


known for seme time. 


The bids of the general contractors 


include various items 
upon 
which 


were submitted to them bids by ma- 
terial men, but the Board will select 
the material to be used. Each con- 
tractor was required to bid upon at 
least three makes ot hydrant, whereas 
he might bid upon a do/en different 
makes. The Board of Public Service, 
however, will select which make they 
want used in the construction of the 
work, and it may be one not in any of 
the contractor's bids. 


The hydrant question is the first 


which will be decided by the board, 
and the next willl be the selection ot 
the make of valve to be used. 


There are a number of representa- 


tives 
of 
hydrant 
manufacturers 


and other material men present, and 
each is given a hearing by the board. 
There have been some bitter feelings 
engendered among them and charges 
and counter charges of bad faith have 
been made, creating much street ru- 
mor, 
even that of bribery. 


-One 
of the hydrant men made the 


statement that he had never been al- 
lowed to submit a bid by the con- 
tractois, except one. This is emphati- 
cally denied by one of the contractors 
who avers thai he was asked to sub- 
mit bids. 


Much criticism has been macie by 


some of the bidders against the'plans 
and specifications as submitted by the 
engineer. 


The ill feeling manifested 
among 


some of the bidders and 
representa- 


tives of material firms has created con- 
siderable street talk and some rumors 
that may have no foundation in fact 
but such a condition may embarrass 
the Board of Public Service. An opin- 
ion seemed to prevail in some quarters 
today that all bids may be declared off.

RAMSEY OF THE WABASh 


*•* 


Fighter of George Gould a Prac- 


tical Railroader. 


SKILLED IU MEETING EMERGENCIES 


Trying; Experience* of Ills Early Ca- 


reer Tliat Required Courage a« 
Well as Ability—How He Illsked 
Ui» Lite to Save Two Train Load* 
of Pa-ineneern—Dangcroui Work a< 
Klfflit In Icy Water. 


Perhaps at no point is there more 


real interest being taken in the pres- 
ent fight between President Joseph 
Ramsey of the "Wabasb i and George 
Gould than in Pittsburg, says a special 
dispatch from that city to the New 
York World. Aside from Pittsburg be- 
ing practically the storm center of 
trouble bet\veen><the millionaire owner 
and his hustling employee, Piitsburj; 
was the childhood home of Ramsey. It 
was there he had his first troubles; 
there he made his first successes. 


In the spring of 1808 there walked 


into the office of Chief Engineer Baker 
of the Panhandle road in Pittsburg a 
callow looking youth who might just 
hare escaped from a country school- 
room. Baker was busy and at the time 
curt, but he gave the visitor a minute. 


"Ramsey is my name—Joe Ramsey. 


I lire over here in Birmingham. I 
want a job," he said. 


Birmingham is now South Pittsburg. 
"What can you do?" said 
Baker 


shortly. • 


"I can draw things. I've been three 


months to mechanical-school, but didn't 
learn much, and I want to get right 
into,the real work." 


"Do you like to draw?" asked Bfeker, 


while several well dressed clerks turn- 
ed away to grin. 


"Like it? You bet I do!" said young 


Ramsey, with a feeling that won the 
heart of Baker. 


"Report to me tomorrow morning." 
And so it was thirty-seven years ago 


that Joseph Ramsey first entered a 
railroad office. 
The Panhandle was 


then worrying about a new bridge to 
be built over the Muskingum river at 
Zanesville, O., and the new boy "wr"> 
likedto draw" was put to work on the 
plans. It was before the days of blue 
prints, and most of the work was in 
figures, and Ramsey turned out a 
really creditable bit of work. So good 
was it that when the road was ready to 
commence to erect the bridge Baker 
called the young man in and said: 


"Ramsey, can you build that bridge 


for me?" 


"Yes, sir." 
"Take charge tomorrow morning." 
The bridge was built by young Ram- 


sey and is jtoday a trong apparently 
as whea completed more than a third 
of a century ago. It was Ramsey's 
first big work, and he is very proud 
of it 
•' - 


It was but a short time after this 


thati General Xegley, having a world 
of money behind him, sent to Baker 
for a first class engineer to build a 
small railroad in the mountains of 
central Pennsylvania. Ramsey was 
sent, and Negley. simply went into 
spasms when he saw the youthful en- 
gineer. He sent a hot message" to 
Baker saying he had asked for an ex- 
perienced engineer, not for a boy. 


"You've got the best" engineer I 


know. He'll build that road''and do it 
right You let him alone," was the siz- 
zling message sent back to IS'egley, 
who reluctantly turned the work over 
to Ramsey 
So well was the work 


done that the Engineering and Mining 
Journal of Xew York sent experts to 
examine the twelve miles of road after 
completion, and the result was a three 
page article on it filled with praise for 
the young engineer. 


Father Henrici of the famous Econ- 


omite society got his eye on Ramsey 
about this time and set him to work 
mapping out a line,-of road for that 
society, .which had decided to invest 
Borne of its millions in tapping a rich 
coal field. This was abandoned after 
the plans were drawn, but in the 
meantime James H. Hopkins, now a 
millionaire, of Washington, then head 
of the Pittsburg Southern railroad, of 
fered Ramsey a good position as super 
intendent of the line. For more than 
two years Ramsey handled this road, 
a little narrow gauge affair running 
from Pittsburg south to Washington, 


tlvc plunged over « hill 
jniuwuj 


between PHtsburg and Washington. 
Uumsey heard about it six miles away, 
mul, borrowing a farmer'* horse, roilc 
to the Avrcck. 


It was a bad wreck, but Inside of tcr. 


minutes Ramsey had figured out just 
how that locomotive must he rolled up 
the hill by hand, as ho had no other 
engine to assist iu the work. 
I£e 


pulled a telegraph, a relay instrument 
and a pair of pole climbers out of his 
overcoat pockets, and, climbing a pole, 
cut the solitary strand of telegraph 
wire and, completing a circuit by at- 
taching it to a rail, rigged up his own 
little telegraph office in the woods and 
cal/,d his office in Castle Shannon, ten 
miles distant. He ordered out a hand 
car with the necessary tackk1, ami in 
three hours more was at work hoist- 
ing the twenty ton engine from the 
creek by hand. It took two days, but 
he did it. 


On two occasions did Ramsey by his 


own personal efforts and at great dan- 
ger to. himself save the lives of train- 
loads of passengers. The first was iu 
the winter of 1881, when the night 
train on his little narrow gauge stuck 
in what is known as the Mount Leban- 
on cut on the side of the highest hill in 
Allegheny county, Pa. The snow was 
very deep and the thermometer below 
zero. 


There was no house nearer than a 


mile from the place where the train 
stuck, and the drifting snow would 
soon cover the train. There was but 
little coal on the small train and no 
hope of continuing fire through the 
night. There were twenty passengers 
on the train, including seven women. 
Ramsey, anticipating trouble, had come 
on the train himself and was riding in 
the cab with Jiin Schooley, his engi- 
neer. He saw that it was almost sui- 
cide for the passengers to start out in- 
to the blinding snow, while it was sure 
death from -cold to remain there all 
night. He told the passengers to cheer 
up and, jumping from the train, dis- 
appeared in the blinding snow. 


Two hours later Farmer Gulbub, a 


mile fromlhe cut, heard a noise on his 
back porch and discovered Ramsey, 
well nigh frozen. The superintendent 
gasped that his train was stuck and 
the passengers would freeze. An hour 
later a double yoke of oxen had broken 
its way to the train, and the passen- 
gers, almost frozen, were taken by sled 
loads to the house of the farmer. 


But there was no rest or meal for 


Ramsey. Three miles away he knew of 
a telephone, and through the drifts he 
floundered that uigbt to call up every 
one in that part of the country to serve 
uotice that all the passengers from the 
snow stalled train were safe. Then it 
was that Ramsey got time to look him- 
self over, and lie spent the next month 
attending a pair of badly frozen feet. 


The nest life saving stunt was on the 


Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton road, 
to which he went after finishing with 
the Pittsburg Southern. He went as 
chief engineer of the Cincinnati divi- 
sion. There had always been great loss 
each spring on this division because the 
spring floods washed • away the little 
station houses along the river and Mil!: 
creek line. Ramsey took charge about 
the time the flood was due, and he did 
some quick work. 
He doubled up 


wrecking crews, and twenty-four hours 
before the flood arrived he anchored 
down the threatened stations with ties 
and old rails, making them too heavy 
for the water. He saved the stations. 


On the night the heavy -waters struck 


the Cincinnati division Ramsey went to 
the front in earnest for his people. It 
was certain that the train due in Cin- 
cinnati about 10 that night would be 
the last over the line for days—if it 
ever could get in. Th'ere was some fear 
expressed about the safety of this 
train. Twenty miles out of Cincinnati 
that night the engineer of the flier was 
stopped by a red block. A man in oil- 
skins with a lantern and a chart climb- 
ed into the cab. "Go on, Joe; go like 
hades too. I'm Ramsey. We've got to 
get this train through." 


Joe Bristol, the engineer, still tells 


about that ride. The water became 
deeper and deeper over the tracks hid 
on that dark night by the swollen river. 
At one point Ramsey ordered -J^fe to

says a Chattanooga (Okla.) dispatch t' 
the Kansas City Star, lie has beci 
ascertaining if a fence of reasonable 
cost can be built for the protection o 
live stock and poultry from depreda 
tions of these marauders of the west 
ern prairies. 
Improbable though i 


may seem, coyotes have increased iu 
numbers in Oklahoma since the conn 
try was settled. 
This condition pro 


vails in other western states where 
wild laud has been reclaimed by set 
tlemeut. 


"The stale of Kansas," says Profess 


or Lantz, "where settlements are com 
paratively old and where man's wel- 
fare against the coyote has been long 
continued, affords an excellent illus- 
tration of the animal's ability to main 
taiu its numbers under seemingly ad 
verse circumstances. Most of the coun 
ties of 'the state for many years have 
paid bounties for killing coyotes, and 
conditions have been reached where 
there is little fluctuation in the tota 
amount paid from year to year. The 
returns of the animals killed for tho 
fiscal twelve mouths from July 1, 1903 
to June 30, 19W, shows that nearly 20,- 
000 coyote scalps were presented foi

The prey of coyotes is mostly pigs, 


sheep, young calves and poultry. Coy- 
otes have little courage, although they 
will raid a barnyard in daylight. Their 
seeming boldness is due more to fa- 
miliarity with their surroundings than 
to native fearlessness. 
They are too 


suspicious to be easily trapped or poi- 
soned, although in portions of Mexico, 
where the natives for years have-prac- 
ticed systematic poisoning, the coyote 
is becoming rare. Coyotes breed once 
a year. Their mating season js late 
iu January or early in February. The 
young rauge in number from four to a 
dozen. The coyote eats both animal 
and vegetable food. They are great 
pilferers of watermelons in Oklahoma, 
always choosing a ripe melon. 


Practically the only benefit derived 


from coyotes by the farmer in Okla- 
homa is their destruction of rabbits, 
which they pursue and devour when 
carrion is scarce or food more easily 
obtained cannot be found. The big 
jack rabbit for a short distance is 
swifter than a coyote, but lacks endur- 
ance. Professor Lantz says that while 
a single coyote would not be able to 
run down a jack rabbit, but hunting 
together, taking advantage of the tend- 
ency of the hare to run in a circle, 
they are able to capture it. Eyewit- 
nesses to such a performance state 
that tltey fight over the division of the 
rabbit's carcass, but that all obtain a 
share. 


Professor Lantz was especially in- 


terested in providing at reasonable 
cost a coyote proof woven wire fence 
for the protection of domestic animals. 
While at Chattanooga he conducted a 
number of experiments in the "big pas- 
ture," -where President Roosevelt hunt- 
ed last spriug, to test the ability of 
coyotes to escape from inclosures. He 
had particularly in view the protection 
of sheep, having been told that in the 
sheep country in the southwest the an- 
nual losses from wild animals amount- 
ed to 20 per cent of the flock. In the 
more thickly settled western states the 
loss is about 5 per cent.

Sides seven feet high, made with poul- 
try netting of a smalt mesh. Fourteen 
cross fences of heights from thirty to 
sixty-six inches aud of various designs 
were built at intervals along the lane.

lain upon the matter a few weeks ago. 


The question of routes was first de 


bated at the maritime conference hell 
in Washington in October, Novcmhei 
and December, 1SS9, but in the opiiiioi 
of the French nation its conclusion.5 


were not wholly satisfactory iu tha 
they did not thoroughly safeguard the 
lives of the fishermen, of whom the 
note says there are each year abou 
20,000, one-half Frenchmen aud the. 
other half divided between Americans 
and English. 


The French ports in Newfoundland 


have insisted upon France taking the 
initiative in proposing to the govern- 
ments an agreement tending to forbid 
the fast mail steamers crossing the 
banks of Newfoundland during the 
cod fishing season, which is from April 
15 to Oct. 15. Independently of any 
action which the American, English, 
German and Dutch nations may take, 
France has in its extension of the mail 
contract to the Conipagnie (Jenerale 
Transatlantique inserted in the new 
contract this provision: 


The distance taken as a basis of com- 


putation is the average fixed at 3,171 nau- 
tical miles of actual course, corresponding 
to the various trips effected in the year 
between Havre and New York (meridian 
of Sandy Hook), provided that the mail 
steamers shall refrain from crossing the 
Newfoundland banks between the 15th of 
April and the 15th of October, except 
ivhen compelled to do so by causes of vis 
major, which shall be established by pro- 
ducing the log boon. "With the exception 
of cases of vis major, every crossing of 
the bank? of Newfoundland by a mail 
steamer between the 15th of April and the 
15th of October will make the concession- 
naire liable to a fine of 2,000 francs. 


"It appears from the marine notices 


published by the British administra- 
.ion in 1S91," says the French note, 
'that the English companies of Liver- 
pool aud the North German Lloyd have 
already adopted the routes, according 
:o which their ships must from Jan. 1 
to July 14 of each year clear the south- 
ern prong of the great bank of New- 
'oundland at a distance of about eight 
niles and cannot go thence northward 
beyond a line running from that point 
to the western end of Sable island. 


"The way to accomplish serious prog- 


ress toward the solution of tbe problem 
would theu be to secure from the sev- 
eral American companies engaged in 
he fast mail service between Europe 
•md the northern United States or 
southern Canada a renewed declara- 
iou that they accept the above de- 
scribed routes with the amendment 
hat instcar of causing them to be fol- 
owed by their ships until July 14 in- 
clusive they should promise to do so 
unti!

The Metho- 
dist preachers of Ohio are almost a 
unit in demanding Herrick's defeat, 
for his stand on the Brannoek bill, at 
the dictation of Bobs George B. Cox 
oi Cincinnati. 


The church and 
auditorium, was 


crowded and the sermon was eagerly 
listened to. At one point in the ad- 
dress the speaker was interrupted by 
vigorous hand clapping. 


The sermon was a terrible arraign- 


ment of Cox and machine politics in 
general, and carried conviction to the 
hearers that the two were now the 
dominant forces in the policies being 
carried out by Republican managers 
now in power in Ohio. 


Among other 
things Mr. Sparks 


said: 


"The Republican party was born in 


a Methodist church and the ministry 
has always trained with that party. 


"Some think that the church should

tion, has been filed with County Audi- 
tor Wright. The report shows that 
the total amount paid too teachers in 
the year ending August 31 last was 
§45.143.56, and for the year the sum 
of $4,310 was expended for supervis- 
ion exclusive of teaching. 


The total receipts from all sources 


for the year was $104.179.50 .and in- 
cludes the balance of $24,139.02 from 
last year, making a fund of $128 318.52. 
Total expenditures during the year, in- 
cluding everything, was S104,976.63; 
balance on hand -September 1, 1903, 
$23.341.84 with outstanding orders of 
$673.58. The above figures do not in- 
clude the sale of school building bonds 
made on August 15,1905. They did not 
regularly come before the 'board dur- 
:ng the year and the amount is a cred- 
t to the courrent year's funds.
